Know Your 
‘Michigan Law

| Michigan law provides partial 


property tax relicf to some sen- 
ior citizens who own their home- 
steads, Until recently, a person 
aver sixty-five years of age could 
cjaim a partial exemption from 
property tax if the value of his 
homestead was less than $19,000 
of state equalized vaiuation, 
which means $26,000 of current 
market value. 

In 1968, 194,000 homes received 


the benefit of this exemption. In | nomenal. 


1969, only 183,000 homes receiv- 
ed this benefit because inflation 
had brought the value of these 
homesteads above the $20,000

Tornado Season 
Has Arrived 


Although unseasonal snowfalls 
make is seem unlikely, the tor- 
nado season js just around the 
springtiine corner. 

Over the past 50 years, April 
has produced the greatest num- 
ber of ternadves in Michigan. 
The tornado “season” in Michi- 
gan runs approximately four 
months, April through July, al- 
though they have struck the state 
as late as October. 

Col. Frederick E. Davids, State 
Police Direstor and head of 
Michigan’s Civil Defense unit has 


advised citizens to be alert for - 


tornado activity and to report 
sightings promptly. “There were 
eight known tornadoes in Michi- 
gan last year,” Davids said. 
“Fortunately no one was killed.” 
He pointed out that early warn- 
ing and public awareness can do 
more to protect lives than any- 
thing alse.

Another question which instantly presents itself 
is what really is the effect of the Carswell affair on 
Nixen, and the South? Apparently, if you read The 
News, you still won’t know.
